Of course ho 
ihshI not expect to be able to grow the 
rarer sorts of ny mph a en, but he eau 
succeed with many beautiful varieties 
of water lily and other plants of that 
class. A half barrel is uot very at­ 
tractive in itself, hut its lack of beauty 
may be concealed by the plants, or lf 
may be sunk lbs depth In the earth. 
When It contains a fine s'pKlmen bf 
some aquatic phi ut we will forget ail 
about its lack of grace. When prepay 
log for these plants put iu rich black 
mud from the bed of streams or muck 
from swamps to the depth of a foot;
